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The Process 


¢ Clubs or individuals decide to make a donation to 
the Kiwanis International Foundation 
ELIMINATE Project or to the Children’s Fund. 

¢ Kiwanis International incentivizes donations by 
establishing an award structure to recognize 
donors. 
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INDIVIDUAL GIFT LEVELS 


* Lead Gift Donor: recognition for individual gifts of US$100,000 and higher. 

¢ Major Gift Donor: recognition for individual gifts of US$25,000 up to 
US$100,000. 

* Diamond-level Walter Zeller Fellowship: awarded for multiple increments 
of the Zeller Fellowship 

* Centennial Award: special individual gift of US$1,500 (one-time gift or 
pledge over two years) commemorating Kiwanis International's 100th 
anniversary. 

° Walter Zeller Fellowship: recognizing a gift of US$1,250 (one-time gift or 
pledge over two years). 

° George F. Hixson Fellowship: recognizing a gift of US$1,000 

* Impact Donor, 350 lives saved or protected: recognition for individual 
gifts of US$625 or more. 

* Impact Donor, 175 lives saved or protected: recognition for individual 
gifts of US$300 or more. 
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DONOR OPTIONS 


¢ Decide the level of donation 

¢ Choose to recognize another individual or 
the donor him/her self 

¢ Clubs recognize notable members or 
community contributors 

¢ Awards may be made posthumously as a 
memorial to a former member by a club or 
a family 
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Kiwanis Foundation of Traverse City Key Guidelines 


* Foundation Plan: Three point five percent (3.5%) of the rolling 20 
month average of quarterly market value of the endowment will be 
distributed annually. 

¢ Traditional Grant Making Committees (Youth Service, Sponsored 
Leadership, etc.) recommend grants to qualifying parties. 

¢ The Foundation Board of Directors will decide the distribution or 
reinvestment of any undistributed funds at the end of each fiscal 
year. 

¢ With approaching end of ELIMINATE Project in June of 2015, the 
Foundation Board of Directors distributed unallocated funds in the 
2014 and 2015 Budget Years to Kiwanis International Foundation.

¢ Foundation Directive: Disburse funds to 
Kiwanis International Foundation in a 
manner so as to recognize outstanding 
members of the Traverse City Kiwanis Club. 


¢ The TC Foundation established a panel of 
former Club Presidents to create guidelines 
and make nominations. 
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GOAL OF RECOGNITION PROGRAM 


¢ The Club and Foundation designates 
recognitions through outstanding 
leadership, longevity, and/or service of its 
members by a group of leaders of the 
Club making a recommendation to the 
Boards of Directors at the time the ability 
to recognize people becomes available. 
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Recognize selected Club Members who 
represent: 


Longevity of membership and service by a Kiwanis member, and/or 


A person who is an example to the Club/Foundation by consistently living 
out the Objects of Kiwanis, and/or 


A person who demonstrates an high example of leadership and service to 
the Club and/or greater Kiwanis family movement, and/or 


A person who inspires others to serve their community and children 
through their example of Kiwanian service, and/or 


A person who demonstrates outstanding leadership of a particular event, 
act, or service to children or community, and/or 


A person who demonstrates lifetime achievement and service to the Club.
